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THE CENSUS OF THE UNITED STATES. 


THE Reports of the Tenth Census of the United States, 
which are to be huge, like the country, will fill some 
twenty-eight volumes large 4to. averaging one thousand 
pages each. Eight volumes have already appeared, and 
they show that this, census will give, not only dry figures, 
but, where it is possible to do so, will trace the history: 
‘of the progress the country has made during the first 
century of its existence. The ‘Compendium of the Tenth 
Census,” it two thick 8vo. volumes, containing only the bare 
figures of the 4to. volumes, may perhaps be sufficient for the 
purposes of the statistician ; but for any other purpose the 4to,, 
volumes of the Tenth Census will, for many a year to come,| 
be regarded as an encyclopedia of the material growth and 
development intoa great and powerful nation of the colonies, 
or plantations as they were called, which the English founded 
in America. The first volume is entitled ‘‘ Population,” and 
contains, besides the population tables, an introduction on the 
progress of the nation from 1790 to 1880, the elements of the 
population, and the influence: of physical features upon the 
distribution of population.’ This portion of the volume is 
illustrated by numerous maps on’ thé physiography of the 
- country, density of the population, etc., and the volume con- 
tains 961 pages. 

_ The second volume, on the Manufactures of the United 
States, contains tables of the statistics of manufactures, 
and of the power used in manufactures ; this latter by E. M. 
Hollerith ; also monographs on the factory system of the) 
United States by C. D. Wright; on interchangeable mechan- 
ism, such as fire-arms, ammunition, sewing machines, loco- 
motives, clocks, watches, agricultural implements, etc., by 
Professor W. P. Trowbridge and Charles H. Fitch, D.E. ; on 
hardware, cutlery, and edged tools, also by Trowbridge and 
Fitch; on iron and steel by J. M. Swank; on silk by W. C. 
Wyckoff; cotton, by H. Atkinson; wool, by G. W. Bond; 
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chemical products and salt, by W. L. Rowland; and glass, by 
J.D. Weeks. This volume, which has numerous maps and 
illustrations, contains 1198 pages. ) 

The third. volume is on Agriculture, and besides the 
statistical matter, contains monographs by competent agri- 
cultural authorities as follows: on cereals, ‘8 W. H. Brewer ; 
flour milling, by K. Neftell, C.E. ; tobacco culture and curing, 
by J. B. Killebrew ; manufacture of tobacco, by J. R. Dodge ; 
and on meat production, by C. Gordon, rendering it to a great 
extent an agricultural cyclopedia of 1149 pages, illustrated 


| with maps and plates. 


The fourth volume, on what is a prime necessity in such 
a large country as the United States, viz. : The Agencies 
of Transportation, gives the statistics of railroads by A. H. 
Shuman; historical monographs on steam navigation, and 
canals, by T. C. Purdy: telegraphs and telephones, by 
A. E. Shuman; and a report.on the postal telegraph service 
to foreign countries, by R. E. Lines. This volume contains 
869 pages. 

The fifth and sixth volumes are good companions to the 
agricultural one, being on the cotton production of the United 
States, by HE. W. Hilgard, J. M. Stafford, and R. H. Long- 
bridge; a perfect encyclopedia on’ cotton culture, consisting 
of 1890 pages. 

Volume seven, Valuation, Taxation, and Public Indebted- 
ness, compiled under the direction of R. P. Porter, is the volume 
for investors, stockbrokers, and moneyed men, of 909 pages. 

Volume eight contains four subjects:—Newspapers and 


‘Periodicals, by S. N. D. North; Alaska, by Ivan Petroff; 


Fur-Seal Island of Alaska, by H. W. EHlhott; and Ship- 
building, by H. Hall; and like the others is historical and 
encyclopsdic in character. ‘The monograph on newspapers 
and periodicals carries us back to 1540, when the first printing 
press was established in Mexico. It appears to be an 
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unsettled point in history whether to the South American 
or the New England States belongs the honour of having 
published the first newspaper ; it is however known that the 
first. published in Boston was in 1690, called ‘ Publick 
Occurrences,” which never reached a second number. 
Appendix B to this monograph contains a catalogue of the

THe InpDIAN INSTITUTE AT OxFoRD.—On Wednesday 
the 15th of October the Vice-Chancellor of Oxford, in the 
presence of the proctors and a large audience, opened the 
Indian Institute. Prof. Monier Williams, who fills the chair 
of Sanskrit, delivered the opening address on ‘* How could 
the University of Oxford best fulfil her Duty towards India.” 
Prof. Monier Willams pointed out that Englishmen were 
not in India as colonists, as the climate was a drawback to 
the reproduction of the unmixed Anglo-Saxon race beyond 
three generations. The English were there only as rulers 
and administrators. About nine hundred members of the 
covenanted service were the administrators over a native 
population which had risen to two hundred and fifty-four 
millions. When it is taken into consideration that the 
welfare of perhapsa million souls depends on the administrative 
ability of one man, it shows how necessary that man should 
. be as perfectly educated as possible. At the conclusion of 
the address the Vice-Chancellor expressed a hope that the 
‘Institute’? would promote a greater sympathy between 
India and England, and concluded by declaring the Indian 
Institute open. The building, which is from the designs of 
Mr. Basil Champneys, is of a modified Palladian character, 
finished with Oriental details. The interior is fitted up with 
handsome Jacobean woodwork. 

ARCH OLOGICAL SURVEY OF [NDIA.—General Cunning- 
ham, the Director of the Archeological Survey of India, has 
issued Vol. 18 of the reports of his survey; Mr. A. C. L. 
Carlleyle’s Report of a Tour in the Gorakhpur District 
in 1875-76 and 1876-77. In this report Mr. Carlleyle has 
made further discoveries, tracing the progress of Buddha 
to the scene of his death or Nirvana, the ancient city 
of Kusinagara, and also the ashes stupa in the Nyagrodha 
forest, the monument which was built over Buddha’s funeral 
pyre. 


Umpatu-’T-TAwARiKH.—These volumes of memoirs and 
diaries, written during the times of Maharaja Ranjit Singh, of 
L4hor, and his successors, by the late Lala Sohan Lal, Strf 
Khatri, Vakil at the court of the Maharajas of the Panjab from 
1812 A.D. to the British occupation, translated from the original 
Persian MSS. in the possession of his descendants Lala Mul 
Chand and Lala Harbhagwan Das, of Lahor, and edited by Capt. 
R. C. Temple, F.R.G.S., M.R.A.S., &e., &., Bengal Staff 
Corps, Author of the ‘‘ Legends of the Panjab,” ‘ Dis- 
sertation on the Proper names of Panjabis,” ‘‘ Wide-awake 
Stories,” &c.; Editor of ‘Panjab Notes and Queries,” 
‘‘ Fallon’s Dictionary of Hindustani Proverbs,” &c., are to be 
published, as soon as a sufficient number of subscriptions is 
forthcoming, in 8 volumes of about 500 pages each, 8vo.

Lala Sohan Lal, Strf Khatri a vaké/ at the court of the Maha- 
raj Ranjit Singh through 27 years of that monarch’s reign, and 
through the entire period during which his successors occu- 
pied the throne of the Panjab till the deportation of his last 
son and successor Maharaja Dalfp Singh by the British 
Government in 1849 to Chandalgarh near Banaras, took 
advantage of his exceptional opportunities to compile a 
voluminous manuscript of 7000 pages relating the events of 
the very stirring times in which he lived. His habit of 
noting down what passed seems to have been hereditary, for 
his father Lala Ganpat Rai, who before him had been vak¢l 
not only to Maharaja Ranjit Singh, but also to his father and 
grandfather Mahan Singh and Chart Singh, had kept similar 
records of all he saw for some 40 years previously. He died 
in very advanced life in 1828 a.pD., and has left many MSS. 
behind him, but they are not of any special value, as his son 
used them all in his great compilation. Sohan Lal’s work

may be divided into three distinct portions—(1) a chronicle 
of events of which he was personally cognizant as a con- 
temporary, (2) a chronicle of events that his father recorded 
as a contemporary, and (8) memoirs of still earlier Sikh 
History according to the ideas on the subject prevalent in the 
beginning of the?19th century. Like all Panjab historians, 
Sohan Lal opens his work with the doings of Gurii Nanak, 
and carries on the record to his own times, but the value of 
his account of the Guriis and their immediate successors is 
that it is an earlier one than that in the other native books 
one generally sees, and he goes into details about minor 
personages not usually noticed except by name. As to the 
great value of the rest of his work there can be no doubt, as 
it is that of a contemporary who was an actual eyewitness of 
much that he relates. Sohan Lal, who did not die until 
1852 A.D., commenced writing in 1812, and his father’s MSS. 
dated back till not long after 1770, for he remembered Adina 
Beg Khan and Ahmad Shah Abdalf, and made notes about 
them, so that we have in these volumes the chronicles of 
court contemporaries ranging over nearly 80-years. It is 
difficult to imagine a record of more importance to the history 
of the Panjab. The original MSS. are ina very elegant and 
correct style of Persian, but are written in a rapid cursive 
hand, which is very hard to read until one is accustomed to 
it. But this fact enhances their value, as it shows that they 
have not been ‘‘ touched up.” They have had a history to 
themselves in the curious vicissitudes they have undergone 
since Sohan Lal died, but this does not affect us now, except 
in the loss of some leaves here and there. The value 
that the great Maharaji himself placed on these records 
is shown by the fact that he more than once rewarded Sohan 
Lal for them, as detailed in correspondence and sanads still 
in the possession of the family, and by his ordering a copy to 
be prepared for the use of the British Government between 
1832 and 1834, as noted in the original MS., vol. iii. p. 569. 


Murray, Wade, and Prinsep, all placed a very high value 


on them and extensively used them, and so did Cun- 
ningham in his History of the Sikhs (ed. 1849, p. 189, 
footnote), whose obligations were acknowledged in a letter 
to the author under date 8th August, 1846. Subsequently the 
MSS. were submitted to the Fifth Congress of Orientalists at 
Florence in 1878, and, under the signature of Prof. de 
Gubernatis it was considered that they ought to be published, 
and to the Senate ofthe (then) Panjab University College, who 
formed a sub-committee to consider them. They reported 
that “ the book is of rare authority as regards the history of 
the Sikhs, and records the daily occurrences in the private and 
public life of Maharaja Ranjit Singh with such accuracy and 
detail, that it cannot be surpassed by any other relating to 
that Prince, and naturally forms one of the most reliable 
sources regarding the events of his rule.” Lastly, failing a 
more competent person, the owners of the MSS. offered them 
to Capt. Temple to edit and bring before the English public 
in a translation, and he has done everything in his power to 
give a worthy rendering of so important a work. 


NoricEs oF Sanskrit MSS.—Pandit Rajendralala Mitra’s 
notices of Sanskrit MSS. No. 19, Vol. 7 part 2, has been 
issued under the orders of the Government of Bengal, con- 
taining Nos. 2392 to 2552. The learned Pandit classified the 
MSS. in this volume into 19 divisions, with subdivisions, 
covering—hymns, ceremonials, forest life, theology, rituals, 
phonetics, history, legends, poems and the drama, tales and 
romances, lexicography, grammar, versification, rhetoric, 
astronomy and astrology, law, music, arts, economics, 
philosophy, hylotheistic, theocratic, dialectic, physical, 
ritualistic, monotheistic, faith, mysticism, medicine, Jaina 
religion, Buddha religion, and miscellaneous. 

Les LANGUES DE L’AFRIQUE.—M. Ernest Leroux, of 
Paris, has published in his elegant series ‘ Bibliothéque 
Orientale Elzeverienne” a résumé of the ‘Sketch of the 
Modern Languages of Africa” (in Triibner’s Oriental Series) 
by Mr. Robert Needham Cust. This little volume, which 
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contains the narrative, so to speak, of the larger work, has 
been written by the author in a much abbreviated form for 
the series of M. Leroux. We can heartily recommend it to 
those French readers who require only an idea of the form 
and grouping of the African languages of the present day, 
without caring to go deeply into the subject. 
_ BilograpuicaL Essays.—Prof. F. Max Miiller has pub- 
lished (London: Longman, Green & Co.) a volume containing 
eight “ Biographical Essays” on certain notable characters 
who were connected, mostly, with Oriental literature and 
religion between the years 1774 and 1875. The first of these, 
Rajah Rimmokhun Roy, lived before Prof. Max Miiller’s time, 
but he gets reliable information from the friends of the great 
Indian reformer which will be read with pleasure by all 
interested in the social progress of the Indian empire. 
Rammohun Roy, when we consider the time he lived and the 
circumstances which surrounded him, must be ranked 
amongst the world’s truly great men whose reputation and 
work will make him, as a great reformer, appear more 
illustrious to future generations than he does to our own. 
Keshub Chunder Sen, who carried on the good work com- 
menced by Rammohun Roy, was a personal friend of his 
biographer, so that he writes of him from his own knowledge, 
as he does also of Daydnanda Sarasvati, Bunyiu Nanjio, 
Kenjiu Kasawara, Colebrooke, Mohl, Bunsen, and Kingsley. 

HINnTs ON CATALOGUES, TITLES, AND ON INDEX ENTRIES, 
ETC.—(Sampson Low, & wet beeen a is a work by CO. F. 
Blackburn, which may be read with profit by every one who 
has to do with books, and with pleasure by every lover of 
books. Every library should have a copy upon that shelf 
which, so to speak, contains its working tools. Every librarian 
would save himself trouble if on engaging a new assistant 
he handed him this work, and told him to study it for a 
month. If the author had called the work the ‘Art of 
Cataloguing,” he would not have over-estimated his own 
work. Our American friends have for many years made the 
laws of bibliography a study, but after having read this book, 
we feel ourselves not so far behind them as we did. We 
cannot help regretting that the work is not so well printed as 
it might be. 





DicTIoNaARY oF Mrractes.—By the Rev. Dr. Brewer 
(London: Chatto and Windus). We can hardly expect for 
this work the amount of popularity which the same author’s 
“*Guide to Science’’ met with, but to those interested in the 
subject of miracles, it will prove invaluable. It is as 
exhaustive on that subject as can well be, and bears evidence 
on every page that it has been a work of immense labour. 
At the end will be found that best of all additions to any 
work—a very full index. 


CHIEF OF ENGINEERS REPORT, U.S. ARMy.—The annual 
report of the Chief of Engineers, U.S. Army, General H. G. 
Wright, in three bulky volumes, has appeared for 1883. 
This report, as did those of 1880 and 1881, calls attention to 
the necessity of defensive works for the numerous harbours of 
the United States and to the necessity of establishing electrical 
rooms and cable galleries to protect the torpedo machinery 
from the enemy’s artillery. The enormous sea-coast of the 
United States renders it particularly liable to offensive oper- 
ations in case of war; but it is very doubtful if any enemy 
could make great impression by a system of naval guerilla 
warfare, although they might cause considerable annoyance. 
The great extent of the coast-line is, to some extent, a safe- 
guard against any signal blow being struck; the chief danger 
to be guarded against would be the blocking or rendering 
harbours useless by sinking loaded vessels where that is 
possible, and rendering blockading unnecessary.
